Five Political Parties Will 
Participate in SLC Forum 

Official Speakers to Discuss 
Future of Canadian Youth in 
Union Ballroom on Wednesday 

"The Future of Canadian Youth" will bo the topic of the 
youth forum being sponsored by the Student Labor Club in the 
ballroom of the McGHl Union this coming Wednesday, Dec. 1, at 
8.15 p.m. Official representatives of the five major Canadian 
political parties will deliver addresses to the gathering. The 
parties will be: the Liberal Party, the Bloc Populaire, the Co- 
operative Commonwealth Federation (C.C.F.), the Progressive 
Conservative Party, and the LaI)or Progressive Party. 

Mr. Allan IMacNaughton,'*' 
prominent Montreal barrister, 
will represent the Liberal Party. 
Mr. MacNaughton is a ^IcGill 
graduate and has long been ac- 
tive in Liberal circles. He will 
present the present government's 
program for youth and its pro- 
jected post-war legislation. 

Mr. Paul Masse will speak on bc- 
iialf of the French-Canadian Bloc 
Populaire party. A graduate of the 
University of Montreal and now- 
practising law, Mr. Masse was the 
Bloc candidate in the recent Car- 
tier by-elcctlon. 

The C.C.P. will be represented by 
Mr. Frank Watson, an executive 
member of the Quebec Council of 
the C.C.F. Before coming to Can- 
ada, Mr. Watson was active in the 
British Labor Party and the British 
Socialist League, iand was organizer 
for the Association of Municipal 
Employees in England. He has been 
an active member of the C.C.F. in 
Ontario and Quebec for several 
years. 

The secretary of the Progressive- 
Conservative Association of Que- 
bec, Mr. Jean Morin, is slated to 
represent the Progressive Conserv- 
ative Parly. Mr. Morin has been 
doing organizing work for his 
party. 

The Labor Progressive Party 
program will .be presented Iby Mrs. 
Nancy Samuel. Mrs. Samuel is 
Quebec English organizer of the 
newly-formed LPP, and was active 
in the British Columbia trade-union 
movement before coming to Mont- 
real. 

The forum Nyas originally plan- 
ned to take place on Tuesday, but 
was postponed until Wednesday so 
that the meeting could bo held in 
the ballroom of the Union. 

Each speaker will be given sev- 
eral minutes in which to present a 
concise statement of his party's 
program and post-war policies in 
relation to the needs of the Cana- 
dian people and especially Canadian 
youth. A disciisslon amongst the 
speakers will follow the opening 
speeches. The second half of the 
symposium will consist of a ques- 
tion period during which members 
of the audience will be able to 
participate in the forum. 

This meeting inaugurates a series 
of open forums dealing with topics 
of general current interest. The 
meeting Is open to all students and 
staff members.

Unlike most 
other schools it was a co-education- 
al boarding school with all lectures 
voluntary, and with full time re- 
creational faciirtics provided.

Stockdale Visits 
West Indians 

Discussion Reveals 
That Students Face 
Serious Difficulties 

"As long as you have acquired in 
your University the development of 
character, and the Importance' of 
persistent and constaht 'atleritlon to 
work, you will have nothing to 
fear. You will find a place' some- 
how and somewhere", said Sir 
Frank Stockdale, K.C.M.G., C.B.E., 
Comptroller for Development and 
Welfare In the British West Indies, 
at a meeting held on Saturday 
afternoon. The British Colonial 
Official has been to Washington and 
Ottawa on business concerned with 
the Anglo-American Commission. 

Sir Frank told that many new 
opportuniUes were being opened 
up In the West Indies for specialists 
In different fields, and the question 
of establishing colleges of univer- 
sity status in the West Indies was 
at present being carefully consider- 
ed. He also added that the •ques- 
tion of official recognition of West 
Indian students in Canada would 
be considered. 

His questionings at the meeting 
revealed that students had great 
difficulties in being admitted to 
University Residences and little or 
no help in finding suitable accom- 
modations. It was the feeling 
among the West Indians said one 
of their number, that they did not 
want to be segregated in a resi- 
dence but wanted to be distributed 
among general University hostels 
and residences. 

The position of B.W.L pre-medical 
students, it was pointed out, was 
an extremely difficult one. "Stu- 
dents do not know whether or not 
they will be accepted for entrance

League Society 
Holds Discussion 
Of Post-ivar Europe 

The McGill League of Nations 
Society sponsor a mock Interna- 
tional post-war conference this 
week, stated the executive, with 
the majority of the European Na- 
tions represented by their own 
nationals from among the student 
body. This debate, which is being 
"strongly" supported by Oie Cos- 
mopoUtan Club, will be held in the 
Union this week, ançl will be open 
to all members of the student body 
withoiit charge. , 

The discussion is being prepared 
by a number'of European students 
on the campus and will follow 
along the lines of a parliamentary 
debate. In which each of the prin- 
cipal speakers will be allotted a 
few minutes to talk, after which 
the discussion wiÙ be thrown open 
to the floor. . 

The program It was further ,an- 
nounced, will be broken up Into 
two main parts: first the actual de- 
bating of a motion, and then a dis- 
cussion upon some points arising 
out of that motion. Tlie text of the 
motion itself is "Resolved that the 
solution, of the post-war problem 
In Europe lies in the formation of 
a United States of Continental Eu- 
rope." The main points that are ex-

Sudbury Worn. Club Hear 
James on Canadian Future 



Sudbury, Ont, Nov. 29. 
(Special to The Daily)— In an 
address to the Sudbury Women's 
Canadian Club, Dr. F. Cyril 
James said that the . United 
Nations have not yet won the 
war and the months ahead are 
to be much more strenuous 
than the ones behind.' 

Dr. James placed Isolationism 
among the causes of the present 
conflict, and said. "If there is 
to be the khid of a post-war 
world that most of us dream of 
it can not be an isolated .world, 
unless we want a third major 
conflict." 

Principal James placed among 
the greatest Internal - problems 
facing Canada, the reconver- 
sion of private industry, to. ac- 
commodate men and women re- 
turning from the war. "One of 
her major external problems," 
he said, "will bo to supply food 
to replenish the granaries-' of 
occupied Europe." 



Petition Signed 
By 1392Students 

Committee Is 
Satisfied 
With Results 

The total number of signatures 
to the Petition on refugees that 
have been obtained through the 
efforts of McGill students was an- 
nounced last night to be 1,392. In 
commenting on the results of . thie 
campaign on the campus the Stu- 
dent Refuge Committee stated that 
they were definitely satisfied with 
the way in which so many of the 
students responded to the sponsor- 
ing of the petition. 

The Committee also added that 
these results were not as small as 
they would at first seem, because 
many of the students who were in 
favour of the petition were not 
Canadian citizens or were not Of 
eighteen years of age, and thus 
could hot' signify thek- support by 
signing the Petl'tlon. It was further 
slated that all petitions have not 
yet been handed in, and all those 
who still have petiUons in their 
possession are asked to turn tiiem 
in to the S.C.M. House, headquar- 
ters of the campaign, as soon as 
possible. Anyone who wishes to 
continue soliciting petitions until 
the completion of the nation-wide 
campaign are welcome to do so. 

The Committee also w(sbeis to 
thank all those who helped in for- 
warding the cause of the refugees 
either by sigtolng or distributing 
peiitions.

Established 

Dr. Guy Fisk 
Is Named 
New Head 



Dr. Guy H. Fisk has been 
named director of the new 
School of Physiotherapy at Mç: 
Gill, it was announced last 
week by Dr. Cyril James; Dr, 
Fisk is the director of the Phy 
siotherapy Department of the 
Montreal General Hospital, and 
lecturer in Physiotherapy at this 
University. 

• The course In physiotherapy cov 
ers two years. Senior matriculation 
diplomas are included in the en- 
trance requirements. Physiotherapy 
in its application in local hospitals 
deals, roughly speaking, with halt 
rheumatic cases and half industrial 
accidents. Its task is to provide for 
the efficient recovery of injured 
limbs and joints through massage, 
electric treatment and remedial 
e.'i'ercises. Physiotherapy is now ex 
tcnslvely used in the treatment of 
war casualties.

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Inter-Âmerican University 

The Pan-American University, recently 
opened at Panama City, is a movement 
which, were a similar plan adopted in 
Europe and Asia, would do more to insure 
the future peace of the world, than all the 
political alliances and non-aggression pacts 
which are in force at the present, or still 
in the minds of politicians and statesmen. 

The university, which is jointly sup- 
ported by the republics of the American 
continent, will in time be the rallying 
point of American statesmen and educa- 
tors; and in addition to the obvious ad- 
vances in the techniques of teaching which 
it will foster, the mingling of American 
youth will establish a new basis of trust 
and kno^sicdçcibjcrrwhich the problem of 
international relations may be approached. 

At present tiiè university is a post- 
graduate and professional centre, but there 
is^no^eason to suppose that its founders 
pjannednt with this sole purpose in tnind. 
There are many difficulties which must be 
overcome before the university will fulfill 
its final destiny, such as differences in 
language, private and national interests, 
and complete acceptance. We hope, how- 
ever, that the institute will prosper, and 
that in time it will be the educational cen- 
tre of the peoples of the American con- 
tinent, where the youth will receive not 
only an international éducation, but also a 
knowledge of his fellow continentals which 
will ensure peace in this hemisphere and a 
greater capacity for the responsibilities of 
world citicenship.

We compliment the Women's Union on 
their enthusiasni, and work which has re- 
lulted in the prèscnlntion of a concert that 
(nay well form an important part in the 
4esthctio life of Ihc University; and wo 
hopè that the support and interest of the 
«tudents will repay both the celebrated 
soloist and those who were instrumental in 
brinjpng her here.

As most at the University Is vaguely 
aware;" the Choral Society is , preparlnc 
rather earnestly for their presentation of 
Somervell's "The Forsaken Merman" on 
December 12 in R.V.C. Director and guid- 
ing light of thb major undertaking is Dr. 
Lyman Staton, a middle-sized, middle-aged 
Englishman with seemingly tireless vigour 
and stimulating wit. In the manner of all 
the best secret agents, The Daily's reporter 
innocently turned pages for the pretty ac- 
companist while surreptitiously document- 
ing the pearls of language and eccentric 
events of Dr. Staton's administration. 
V Several minutes had'elapsed since the 
beginning of the rehearsal, and the singers 
seemed not yet completely wsrm to their 
task. Dr. Staton asked for several repeti- 
tions of a very spirited passage, finally 
achieving the effect he sotight with very 
violent conducting and emphatic gesticula- 
tion. "That's botter," he sighed, "but didn't 
I workTil" Concentrating on the second 
soprano for a moment, he listened to their 
part sung alone, then murmured audibly, 
"November 26th . . . yes." 

More repetitions, then another advance. 
"Good Lord," said Dr. Staton. "U I were 
an audience for a thing like that, unless my 
mother-in-law were there, I should go 
home." The section In question underwent 
considerable improvement, and the re- 
hearsal passed on to a passage fraught with 
uncertainly; "There's a guiltiness about 
you," he smiled, "as if you aren't sure 
you're singing the right notes. I know— I 
was In a choir once." Then, pouncing on 
the difficulty among the contraltos, he ex- 
claimed, "Somebody's singing G, and some- 
body's singing A, and the note is Fl" 
And he elaborated on the contribution of 
each section of the choir. "I wish 1 were 
a qaurtel! November 28th . . . yes." 

The group was by this time reaching 
much farther into the spirit of the music; 
one particular passage pleased Dr. Staton 
considerably, and he paused to remark, 
"That's what a conductor is for— to react 
on you, w^itot^he get, as far as pos-

Hollywood's tendency to stick to a formula 
once proven successful, that Is, having made 
some sort of an impression on the box-office 
receipts, was evidenced once again in the 
Palace's "The Sky is the Limit", starring Fred 
Astaire and Joan Leslie. The same slickness 
of plot, which has to clothe a situation Involv- 
Ing a super-duper dancer, a girl, and, If at all 
possible, the war; the same dancing scenes, 
with variations in the setting; such is tho sub- 
stance of the formuta according to which "The 
Sky is the Limit" was concocted. 

Astair fans will, however, thrlU once more 
at tho rhythmic, cfforUess gyrations which, 
beautiful and talented though his partner may 
be, always seem to make her something of a 
wooden doll. Also, Astairo fans will probably 
skip tho fact that, as a Flying Tiger, and as a 
lover, littlo Freddie isn't too convineing. 
Rather will they note that his natural tendency 
for playing lighthearted roles was happily 
given considerable scope, with the result that 
the few "heavy" scenes lose puddles of schmalz. 
Furthermore, an opening was created for Bob 
Benchley, a past-master at portraying human 
frailly in all lU comic complications. . 

Benchley, as usual, is extremely funny as 
the successful (but not brainy) publisher who 
tries to drown his society photographer wlU» 
money and proposals, only to have Astalrc, the 
Flying Tiger on furlough, snatch her out from 
under his nose. Benchley, in the process, plays 
an Inimitable vwl'atlon on an old tune: the 
lnU«ductory speech at a formal dinner. This 
scene should go down In htwior-hlstory as a 
classic satire on the use of charts to Illustrate 
industrial production figures. — G. R.

AT THE CAPITOL 
At last Hollywood has produced a good 
blood-and-lhunder movie about the war in 
which there Is no heroine trailing around the 
middle of the battlefield seducing the army. 
Hie movie In question Is Sahara, now showing 
at the Capitol, and It certainly docs not suffer 
for having an all-male cast. 

The story takes place during the final allied 
retreat from Benghazi before the stand at El 
Alamcln, and centers around an American 
tank, the last of an advance body of troops, 
that is cut off from three sides and Is foned to 
retreat south Into the wastes of the Sahara. 
En route' they pick up the romains of a British 
medical detachment, a Sudanese askari and his 
Italian prisoner, and finally a German airman. 

From this latter they hear of the fall of 
Tobruk and decide to retreat through 'the 
desert Water is scarce, and ail the water- 
holes have dried up; however, they are lucky 
enough to get the last few drops from the last 
one when they, are Interrupted by a German 
patrol car, which they ambush, capturing two 
soldiers. These are from a mechanized unit of 
five hundred men, who are also without water. 

.They are led to believo that, water Is still 
plentiful, and then allowed to escape, the nine 
men from the tank intending to fight a delay- 
ing action for the dry water hole agalnit the 
five hundred Germans. The battlo for the 
water makes up the main part of the film. 

The principal of this thoroughly good piece 
of movie fare was Humphrey Bogart, a tough 
American sergeant with » revolting personality 
and a heart of gold, who was the only big 
name, and the only weak character In the 
whole cast. '

create It better with puroty than you can 
with a piebald." •

right on the night'," he averred, "thty are

' cholPwltlThla penetrating -satire at some 

less-than-perfcct passage, he remarked, 
"I'm not being funny, I'm not being sar- 
' castic— but it is funny!" 

The music was qlute evidently taking 
much better shape as the afternoon wore 
on, and there seemed no end to Dr. Staton's 
energy. Working hard on one brief passage, 
be urged his charges, "Now. with confid- 
ence—convince yourself you know your 
notes— you do, btit you don't sound like It* 
Back to tbe' que^on of vowel diction, and 
a note of pleading: "Can't we have a little 
more colour In that 'golden'7 Lovely vowel, 
lovely L In the middle, lovely N at the 
end. . . ." 

And so on, to the end of the rehearsal. 
It was quite an experience to watch the 
amiable, tireless, muslciainly Dr. Staton 
trying with some success to Instil Into his 
very willing group the msuieal features of 
relatively simple human emotions. "The 
Forsaken Merman" ought to be a first-class 
show; after all. In Dr. Station's words, 
"There are always a couple in a choir that 
don't like hard work— but there's such a 
Joy when It's well done. Isn't there?" The 
Choral Spclety^V^jMiit^^ is. 



"Jupiter Laughs" for the last time this 
evening as the latest production of the Y.W.- 
y.M.HA. Little Theatre completes its three 
night stand. . . . Called "Shining Victory" in its 
celluloid version, the play is set against a typi- 
cally sombre medical background and is under 
the direction of Edwyn Wayte of the M.RT. 
It Is a tarnished victory for the Little Theatre 
players, as compared with their former suc- 
cesses, for the A. J. Cronin opus emerges some- 
what dishevelled at the hands of ito latest In- 
terpreters. ... 

The setting for "Jupiter Laughs" is the 
Hopewell Towers Sanitarium, a small and 
Isolated institution under the supervision of the 
pompous Dr. Bragg — a heavy character who is 
more Infatuated with gardening and publicity 
than - with medicine. Here two loves, two 
deaths, and the hint of a murder charge foist 
themselves ^on the shoulders , of the hero. Dr. 
Paul Venner— a brilliant but moody young 
scientist rather over-played by Gordon Light- 
stone. 

Fran Malls, one of the seasoned veterans of 
the group, does a good portrayal of Dr. Bragg's 
wife, Gladys, whose advances toward Dr. Ven- 
ner leave him cold after Dr. Mary Murray 
(Isobel Welnrauch) enters the picture to com- 
plete the triangle. Miss Welnrauch has done a 
fine job with the female lead, but unfortun- 
ately she leaves rather violently at the end of 
the second act on the wings of an explosion. 
This tragedy is the result of Mrs. Bragg's 
tampering with one of Dr. Venner's favourite, 
but noxious concoctions destined for tho re- 
demption of the world's suffering. 

Outstanding in the cast, however. Is Pauline 
Trehub who masterfully handles Fanny Leem- 
Ing— the acidic and generally hateful matron of 
Hopewell Towers. Miss Trehub carries one of 
the play's most complex characterizations with 
an understanding that stands out head and 
shouldérs.aboye most of her fellow players. 

Albeh Schisrf, as Dr. Bragg, tended to exag- 
gerate the part and completely missed the 
dôctor's sinister aspect In emphasizing his 
foibles and ridiculousness. ... Dr. Drpwitt 
(Sol Cohen) could be one of the play's most In- 
teresting characters, but It, too. Is somewhat 
overacted and both the dialogue and the actions 
are somewhat monotonous in their presenta- 
tion. ... ' • 

Al Cltrln as the adolescent Dr. Thorogood is 
adequate, as was Clara Horn, as Jennie the 
maid, and iMchael Avrith, as Albert Chlvers- 
a fatuous salesman. Martha Foster, played by 
Merlec Rosenthall, was outatanding among the 
supporUng roles. ; . . 

On the whole the Little Theatre made 
an unfortun&te choice in choosing "Jupiter 
Uughs" for ita latest presentatlôn. . . . It lacks 
the depth , and subtlely , of Cronin's "Hatter's 
Castle" or "The CItadeL" . . . The audience, 
however, seemed to enjoy the play on Satur- 
day evening. . . . They ushered In tho second 
act with the cracklinfc of numerous Ice cream 
cones, and laughed sympathetically at the 
humoiir. . . . Tho Jovian chortles of the Little 
Thcatrp should leave everyone pleased, pro- 
vided they do not expect an emulation of that 
group's Interpretation of Lillian Hellman's 
"Watch on the Rhine," nor particularly Insply- 
ed. acting, , - •

Ât Panama City 

Delegates to Study 

New Methods of Teaching 

(Special to the Dally.) 
When the new^;lnter;American 
University at Panama' City opened 
its doors recently it marked the 
fulfillment of a dream long cher- 
ished by American statesmen and 
educators. Plans for the new insti- 
tution, whidi Is sponsored Jointly 
by the American republics, were 
submitted by Panama as early as 
1812. 

Inauguration of this university 
coincides with the opening session 
of a hemisphere-wide conference 
of American ministers of education 
to be held In Panama City. Dele- 
gates will study the role of educa- 
tion in the post-war world, intellec- 
tual co-ope):ation among the Am- 
ericas, visual education and new 
teaching methods. 

The university, with a faculty 
drawn from outstanding scholars, 
scientists and educators from all the 
American republics, will function 
largely as a postgraduate and pro- 
fessional centre with four institutes 
and three professional schools as 
its nucleus. Present plans call for 
the organization of summer school

Co-starring with the lean, aimiablc 
Brian Ahcme in a vehicle that suggests its war 
bacltground in its titie, "First Comes Courage," 
Miss Oberon aided by subdued lighting, ultra- 
feminine costumes and amazingly good atmos- 
pheric music, piays the role of a Norwegian 
spy. By relaying informaton, obtained from her 
Nazi boy friend to the British, she is able to 
guide' toe RA.F. in its destruction of muni- 
tions factories and oil wells. However, the boy- 
friend gets wise, and she is forced to send an 
S.O.S. to the British, who respond with alacrity 
in the person of Brian Aherne. 

Unfortunately, toe plot loses much of Its 
power through toe alternating of the action

Fine' comedy 
sceties. dancing and more music add further life 
to the entertainment. Unforgettable is the 
one routine reproduced from the first show, 
where George Murphy dances with all his 
former buddies, though crippled in one leg.

Seasickness Expert 
Appointed Lecturer 



Dr. Noble Is Noted 
Endocrinologist 



Dr. B. L. Noble, lecturer in en- 
docrinology at McGiU University, 
has been promoted to the position 
of assistant professor and phycbolo- 

gist to the Institute of Endocrin- 
ology, it was announced yesterday 
at the university in issuing a list 
of promotions and appointments re- 
leased following a recent governors' 
meeting. 

Dr. Noble, who has been at Mc- 
GiU since 1939, is at present en- 
gaged in research on toe problem 
of seasickness, and has conducted 
hundreds of tests with swings. In 
connection with "motion sickness" 
experiments carried on in Montreal 
and Toronto since 1041 have result- 
ed recently in the discovery of a 
secret capsule now being used by 
to Canadian Armed Fores to pre- 
vent seasickness, proving successful 
Jn three out of every.' four cases. 
The new remedy, which looks like 
an ordinary pink capsule, when 
swallowed one to two hours before 
sailing or in rough weather is ef- 
fective for eight hours. Additional 
capsules may be taken every eight 
hours, and these arc also effective 
on people who are already seasick. 
It is recognized that this new dis- 
covery, on which Dr. Noble has 
.done much ' research, will prove 
very valuable In protecting inva- 
sion troops carried by the navy, 
troops which must be ready for in- 
tense fighting the moment toey 
land. 

In connection with his work on 
too motion problem, Dr. Noble said 
yesterday that toere was a definite 
need for more volunteers for tests. 
So far. he said, the tests which ho 
had made had been made possible 
through volunteers from the Re- 
eerve Army. 



Dr. Noble, who is a graduate of 
the University of Toronto and of 
the University of London, studied 
also at the University of Aberdeen, 
under Prof. J. J. R. Maclcod, later 
working under Prof. E. E. Dodds at 
the Middlesex Hospital.

Toronto, Nov. 2ft— (C.U.P.l— List 
week Engineering students stopped 
marvelling at how Superman had 
run torough a sheet of plate glass 
(l>y going too fast to disturb its 
molecular structure) and ' turned 
toeir extra-curricular attention to a 
new steam-driven aeroplane pos- 
sessing a speed of 650 miles per 
hour.

engine," he said, , "If toe engine is 
sufficiently '^arge and powerful." 
In othér words. Mr. Trosky's dream 
might be realized in. a .large plane 
wito an engine that crowded out 
passengers, baggage, fuel and pilot 
"Many claims of this ty^ have ap- 
peared in the press of recent years," 
Prof. Allcut continued, "but after 
the opening fanfare nothing more 
was heard of them." 

Steam engines and turbines have 
often been tried .In aircraft In fact, 
tlie earliest models were all run by 
steam. Sir Hiram, inventor of the 
Maxim machine gun, experimented 
with full-scale engines (two, of 180 
horsepower each).- In 1894; but fin- 
ally abandoned this type in favor of 
internal combustion. He failed in 
spite of the fact that his boiler and 
engines were more carefully design- 
ed as to weight than any up to the 
present day. The holier, without 
any water In it, weighed 1,100 
pounds and toe two engines, 640 
pounds. 

■;iThe disadvantage (some of which 



also apply to steam-driven automo- 
biles) arc: 

First, the size and air-resistance 
of the condenser which must be 
carried to Increase fuel economy 
and conserve feed water. Steam is 
condensed In land and marine 
plants by passing heat to toe cold 
water that Is always available. In 
a plane, however, the cooling effect 
would have to be achieved by air 
which is a poor conductor of heat. 
Hence the reason for toe great size 
and alr-reslstance. 

Second, this condenser would add 
to the weight, as would also the 
boiler, it pumps and the large 
quantities of feed water that would 
be necessary. Thus, even if the 
weight of the engines were two 
pounds per horsepower as with Sir 
Hiram Maxim's engine, that of en- 
gines plus dry boiler would be five 
pounds per horsepower. If the other 
units mentioned were added, hi, the 
weight would be enormous compar- 
ed to the average of one pound per 
horsepower for modem aircraft en-
